The aptitude with 
which this phrase adapts itself to a slang 
meaning is well shown In the remark 
which a member of the Lotos club uttered 
in reference to aRussian driuk:

In this sente we have a new substitute 


for "hot stuff," "Jersey lightning." Con 
versrly, "dead wire" might refer to a com- 
paratively insipid drink, such as lemonade 
orajiolliuaris.

An absorbing play, a tune- 
ful concert, an Interesting book, are "live 
wire "—Electrical Review.

The Very First American Coins. 


The very earliest coinage that can prop- 


erly be said to be "strictly American" was 
ordered by the original Virginia company 
in the year 1613, only five years after the 
founding of Jamestown. These coins were 
minted at Soniers islands, now known as 
the Bermudas. Forapenodof moiethan 
a, quarter of a ceiituiy after this, however, 
tobacco and beaver skins were reckoned as 
lawful currency. In 1045 the assembly of 
Virginia met and declared that it "had ma- 
turely weighed and considered how advan- 
tageous a quoine^comj^wmld^be ^to Uiis 
than a sole dependency upon tobacco and 
pelts." After this they provided for the 
coinage of copper coins of the denomina- 
tions of 2 pence, 8 pence, 6 pence and 9 
pence; but this resolution was never ear- 
ned into effect. The first coinage in Amer- 
fca proper was the series of coins "struck" 
at Boston under the order of the general 
con rt of Massachusetts, passed May 27,1052, 
the coins being 8, 6 and 12 pence denomina- 
tions, "in forme flatt and stamped on one 
aide with the letters 'N. K.' and on the oth- 
er tho value of the piece."—St. Louis Re- 
public. 


A Deathtrap For Files. 


'Come inside a minute,"_said a Fourth, 


avenue dealer in pianos yesteiday after- 
noon. "I have discovered the greatest fly- 
tiap on earth, and I want to show it to 
you." He led the way to an instrument at 
the rear of tho store, on which was a news- 
paper. On thepaperhadbeenplacedabunch 
of sweet peas. At least a thousand dead 
flies were lying on the paper in the imme- 
diate vicinity or in the bunch of flowers. 
"I threw these here by chance," he contin- 
ued, "and in about 10 minutes I happened 
to notice that every fly that alighted on the 
flowers died in a very short time." Even as 
he spoke a number of insects which had 
stopped to suck the deadly sweet had top- 
pled over dead. They alighted with their 
usual buzz, stopped momentarily, quivered 
in their legs, flapped their wings weakly 
several times and then gave up the ghost.

Mirrors Have Been Used Many Years.

ject of mirrors, and the first record con- 
cerning them dates back to the days of the 
venerable Moses, and they were mode of 
brass. When the Spaniards landed in 
South America, they found mirrors of pel- 
ished black stone in use among the natives, 
lathe fifteenth century the first glass mir- 
rors were made in Germany by a blowpipe 
and were convex. The first manufactory 
of glass mirrors for sale was established in 
Venice early in the sixteenth century. In 
the reign of James I men, women and chil- 
dren wore looking glasses publicly, the 
men as brooches or ornamentsin their hats 
and the women at their girdles or on their 
bosoms.—Washington Star. 


Blackbird Days. 


Jan. 80 and 81 and Feb. 1 are famous at 


Constantinople, Brescia and along the Dan- 
ube and the Rhine as the "blackbirddays." 
A curious legend says that originally all spe- 
cies of grackles (blackbirds) were white, 
and that they became black because during 
one year in the middle ages the three days 
mentioned above were so cold that all the 
biids in Europe took refuge inthechinv 
nej s. At Brescia, Mr. Swainson says, the 
three days are celebrated with a feast called, 
"I giorni della merla," or "the feast of the 
transformation of the bird."—Philadelphia 
Press.

The pursuit of orchids in Madagascar ap- 


pears from a letter of that indefatigable 
collector, M. £f%>elin, to be a task of no 
little danger and" difficalty. It was only 
after a year spent by the favor of Moyuin- 
bassa—a king of a powerful tribe fiercely 
hostile to foreign encroachments,—in ex- 
ploring a territory almost inaccessible to 
Europeans, that he discovered the gor- 
geous orchid now known as Kulophiclla 
slisabetha. It is a parasite growing only 
in a very limited region and on trees of 
slow growth. To secure the plants, which 
Sourish on the tops of the tallest of these 
trees, he was obliged to have the trees cut 
down and carefully gather all the plants 
himself. Although this French botanist 
bad well armed mei1 with him on whom he 
could rely, he was c. impelled to constantly 
guard against surpxUes by the warriorn of 
neighboring tribes. 


Besides this the [arty were compelled to 


keep a watchful eye upon the wild animals 
haunting these prin eval forests. The most 
terrible of all is the Madagascar "proto- 
crytoferox," whose favorite haunts are 
among the masses of foliage where the 
eulophiella grows. This small but exceed- 
ingly dangerous animal is described as 
crouching in the forks of trees, hidden 
among the rich tropical foliage and climb- 
ing plants, and there watching for its prey. 
It is exceedingly agile, and the moment its 
victim approaches It slides silently down 
and in one bound is on the top of it, a pic- 
ture of horrible ferocity.—London Newu. 


Carriers of Bacilli, 


Professor Uffelman Infected a letter with 


the bacilli and put it in the ordinary way 
into a postbag. In the course of 34 hours 
the letter was taken cut, and the bacilli 
were still living.

The busiest and 
most effective infection carrier was found 
to be the common fly. 


A fly which had been infected by being 


put onto a mass of cholera bacilli was 
placed on a piece of beef. When the beef 
was examined soon after, it contained an 
enormous quantity of living bacteria. Pro- 
fessor Uffelman deduces from his experi- 
ments the oft taught lesson that in time of 
epidemics the most scrupulous cleanliness 
Is the best safeguard.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

An Ordinance 


Providing for the manner in which the grad- 


ing, paving, curbing and guttering of the 
streets of the Borough of Bristol shall 
hereafter be done. 
The Burgesa and Council of tbe Borough or 
Bristol do ordain, that whenever hereafter the 
Burgess and Council shall, by Ordinance, direct 
any street or part of a street to be graded, paved, 
curbed or guttered, unless otherwise specially 
provided In the Ordinance directing eucu grad- 
ing, paving, curbing or guttering, the said grad- 


g* paving, curbing and guttering shall be done 


in accordance witli the folio wins provisions: 


FmsT. The curb-line shall be eleven feet 
distant from tbe street line. The curb shall be 
set with its outside edge upon the said line, and 
shall be of conoroto or 


upon f 
of tttoimo, not lees than 
eighteen inches wide by three and one-half 
Inches In thickness* and shall show a face of 
seven inches upon the gutter side. 


SECOND. Psvemerits shall be laid of bricks, 
flag-atones or concrete, extending for the distance 
ot eight and one-halt fcot from the street line, 
and with a rising grade of one-half inch to the 
toot from the curb-une to the street-line. 


THIRT>. Gutters shall be constructed seven 


inches in depth at the curb-line, and shall be 
tinitihed eight Inches wide from the curb-line 
with, bricks set on edge, flag-stones or concrete, 
and lor a further distance of sixteen inches with 
cobble-stones well rammed, or with other atones 
well laid. They shall be constructed with a rise 
of tour inches from the curb to the outside lino 
of the cobblea or other stones, as atoresald. 


FOURTH. The road-bed ehall be constructed 


with tbe centre line four inches higher than the 
curb-line. 


FIFTH." Whenever alleyft open out of any 
street, crossings Hhall be laid with a double line 
ot Aag-Btoues, each not less than eighteen Inches 
in width and eighteen Inches apart, with the 
space between said nag-stones, and for eighteen 
inches on either aide paved with cobble-stones 
well rammed, or with other stones well set. 


SIXTH. All curbing, paving, cutter lug and 
grading shall bo subject to the direction, super- 
viKl jn, control and acceptance of the Committee 
upon Streets and Highways.

iMBains practically unanswered. The re- 
sult* of thaw efforts, together with some 
interesting observations thereon, are set 
forth in a bulletin of the forestry division 
of the department of agriculture. 
! Water comes as near being indestructible 
as any substance of which we know. Con- 
sequently the total quantity of it in the 
•arth and in th* earth'* atmosphere la al- 
ways th* same. Only a very small percent- 
age of it Is what one of the writers in this 
bulletin terms the circulating part of the 
earth's water capital The sun makes vapor 
of water that I* lying at its level or is on 
th* way to flnd its level. This vapor is con- 
doned until It is heavier than the air and 
start* again toward it* level, and that is 
how the circulation goes on. In what way 
does the presence of forest* influence this 
droulationf 


It would be a long story to, tell of the 


methods employed in France, Germany, 
Sweden, Austria and other countries of Eu- 
rope to measure the various Influences that 
must be considered In determining how and 
to what extent the rainfall and the flow of 
streams are affected by the presence of for- 
tsts. A very important factor, since heat 
Is what start* th* movement of the earth's 
circulating water capital, is the matter of 
temperature, and the results of the Investi- 
gation* seem to show beyond dispute that 
forests reduce the maxima and the minima 
of temperature, that they reduce the maxi- 
ms more than the minima, and that conse- 
quently their effect is to make the average 
temperature for, the year cooler. 


Also, their moderating Influence in great- 


er than their cooling effect. Because the 
air above forest regions is slightly cooler 
than the strata over treeless tracts, con- 
densation should be more rapid than over 
open fields, and the rainfall should be 
greater. These cooler bodies of air, being 
blown over adjacent regions that are not 
wooded, should also increase somewhat the 
precipitation there. That Is the theory, 
and It seems to be la some degree support- 
ed by th* measurement* that have been 
made. 


Aoceptlog.thf conclusion that, In general, 


forest* increase slightly the fall of rain, 
snow and dew, it remain* to be determined 
how much of this increase is available for 
beneficial purpose*. Part of it is inter- 
cepted by foliage, and , is returned to the 
atmosphere by evaporation without having 
niiched the ground. The proportion so re- 
tained varies with the nature of the foliage, 
the density of the forest and the season of 
the year. J?he^retantipn_bv everfrreentrtes 
that perhaps BO per cent of the precipitation 
is thus intercepted and returned to the at- 
mosphere. Of course this interception and 
evaporation go on where the surface of 
th* earth 1* covered by grass and other 
growing crop*. Whether it is sufficiently 
greater in the forest than in the field to do 
away with the excess of precipitation on 
wooded tract* over that on cleared area* is 
an unsettled question. 


Of the TO per cent of rainfall which, it is 


estimated, reaches the ground In forests, a 
part is very quickly returned to the atmos- 
phere by evaporation, but here the loss is 
considerably less than In the open field. 
Under certain conditions it Is not more than 
18 per cent of what it would be on bare soil, 
but tb* conditions are so various that it is 
difficult to arrive at an average. Again, out 
of this TO per cent of precipitation which 
leaches the ground in wooded areas must 
b* deducted the loss by transpiration, "the 
process by which the plant gets rid of the 
surplus water after having drawn it from 
the sail in order to extract from it the 
nutriment which is present in only a very 
highly attenuated solution." Various in- 
genious methods have been resorted to tor 
determining the amount of moisture used 
in this way, but because of the many fac- 
tor* having to do with It, th* amount for 
the various kinds of vegetation can be in- 
dicated only with a wide margin for varia- 
tions. 


While M it itands now nobody can say, 


a* » result of acitmtlflo investigation, 
whether ,for**t* Inereas* th* fall of ram, 
mow or d*w to an appreciable extent, there 
is no room for doubt that wooded areas are 
valuable conservators of moisture. In this 
way they make the flow of streams more 
•ven, and they preserve the constancy of 
springs. In wooded areas there is a loss by 
interception and evaporation in the foliage 
and by transpiration, and there is a consid- 
erable gala in the protection from evapora- 
tion from the surface of the ground. It is 
not probable that this conservation of the 
water supply com** anywhere near the 
mark drawn by those- who hold that the 
preservation of woodland insures an abun- 
dance of water supply, but th* benefits re- 
sulting from it an sufficient to be consid- 
ered among th* other excellent reasons tat 
looking well to th* preservation of forest*.

w OCEKN CABLE. 


Break* In Submarine Wire* Are Mended 


•With Little Difficulty. 


It has always been a matter of specula- 


tion and wonder to most people as to how 
a marine cable once broken in midoceania 
ever got together again. The explanation 
is this: First, it must be known that the 
cable practically rests everywhere on the 


_ bottom of the sea. Of course there are 
'places where sudden deep places coming 
between shallow ones will cause the cable 
to make a span as over a ravine or gully. 
In other places the ocean is so deep that 
the cable finds its specific gravity some- 
where in mid water, so to speak. In that 
case it rests quiU as firmly as if it were on 
solid ground. 


When a break occurs, the first stepol 


course is to accurately locate its position. 
A conductor such as a cable offers a certain 
amount of obstruction or "resistance" to 
the passage of an electric current. Appa- 
ratus has been devised for the measuring 
of this "resistance." The unit of resistance 
is called an ohm. The resistance of the av 
erage cable is, roughly speaking, thret 
ohms per nautical mile. Resistance prac- 
tically ceases at the point where the con 
ductors make considerable contact with the 
water. Therefore if when measuring to lo 
cate a break it be found that the measuring 
apparatus indicates a resistance of 600 ohrne 
the position of the fault will be known to 
be 800 miles from shore. 


With this inform ation the captain of th« 


repairing ship is able to determine by his 
charts of the course of the cable, the lat- 
itude and longitude of the spot where the 
break occurred and can proceed with cer 
tainty to effect the repair. When the ap- 
proximate neighborhood of the track is 
reached, a grapnel is dropped overboard, and 
the ves&el steams slowly in a course at 
right angles to the run of the cable. On 
the deck of the ship there is a machine 
called the dynometer, which, as its name 
implies, is used to measure resistance The 
rope securing the grapnel passes under this. 
If the dynometer records a steady increase 
of strain, it indicates that the grapnel hus 
caught the cable. If, on the other hand, 
the resistance varies from nothing to tons 
and from tons to nothing again, it ia 
known that the grapnel is only engaging 
rocks or other projections of an uneven bot- 
tom. It is frequently necessary to drag over 
such a ground several times before the 
cable cau be secured. 


Having secured one end of the parted ca 


ble, the vessel moors it to a buoy and pro- 
ceeds to search for the other end. When 
both ends are brought together on deck, the 
electrician holds communication with the 
shore on both sides to make sure that there 
are no other defective places and that the 
cable ia perfect in both directions. This 
having been satisfactory determined, all 
that remains is to splice the ends together 
and drop the cable once more back into the 
sea.—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

• and work miracles may found a new sect, 
and these gifts are or are esteemed to be 
very common in the east. 


Thus, in Mr. Maclagan's estimate, he 


reckons about 90,000 believers ill Yogism. 
Their tenets are very contrary to those 
with which the "bad squire" informed the 
mind of Mr. Robert Elsmere. "In the mir- 
acles of the New Testament they see noth 
ing, wonderful," as being persuaded that 
miracles are matters-of common occuirence. 
Outside the circle of contributors to The 
Journal of Physical Research this doctrine 
IB not held by 90,000 English people If the 
Yogis are so accomplished as they declare, 
It is to be regretted that they do not come 
over and work a few miracles under test 
conditions.

In some parts of the empire 
about two-thirds of the expense of trans- 
mission is paid by the sender, the remainder* 
being collected from the receiver. Thus the 
shop IK secured against entire loss from 
transient customers, and the sender has 
some guarantee that his letter will be con- 
veyed wivh dispatch.
